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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 2 and 4-1 0 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As per 
amended claim 2, the prior art fails to teach a discharge valve mechanism with two 
openings wherein a leading end side has a bending strength smaller than the base end 
side, and the reed valve including a small-width part of smaller dimension. As per 
amended claim 4, the prior art fails to teach a discharge valve mechanism with multiple 
valve elements wherein a first valve element is a reed valve and a second valve 
element is a poppet valve. As per amended claim 6, the prior art fails to teach a 
discharge valve mechanism wherein a leading end side has a bending strength smaller 
than the base end side, and a first portion of the valve element is a reed valve, and the 
second portion of the valve element is a poppet valve. As per amended claim 9, the 
prior art fails to teach a discharge valve mechanism with two valve elements, wherein 
both the first and second valve elements are reed valves having varying bending 
strengths.
